GRAIN RATES UP. 


Ocean Steamship Lines from New 
York to Europe Nearly Double 
Freight Charges. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT} 

NEW YORK, Aug. 1—The ocean 
freight rates on grain from New York 
to the ports of continental Europe have 
been advanced by the steamship lines. 
To Antwerp the rate has been doubled. 
and to a imumber of other ports it has 
been nearly doubled. 

Thies advance, coming at a time when 
the steamship lines are protesting to 
the railroads against what they term 
a discriminating freight rate that has 
Giverted grain shipments from the 
Northwest from New York to Montreal, 
has caused comment among railroad 
men. The steamship men say, how- 
ever, that the increase has nothing to 
do with the railroad question and the 
reason the cost of transporting corn, 
wheat and other cereals from New 
York to continental ports has been put 
up is because large orders for grain 
have been placed recently in New York 
by European agents. and that this has 
caused a shortage of freight space in 
the holds of “carrying ocean 
steamships. 

The rise in ocean grain rates went 
into effect a few days ago, and is like- 
ly to hold until shipments from this 
port fall off.

ULAWAYO.—lI have received several letters ask- 

ing as to the President's big-game hunt in Africa. 

I have heard of it here and there all the way down 
the east coast of the continent. The officials and sports- 
men are talking about it, and all are holding out their 
hands to welcome the Nimrod of the White House. I 
got the first intimation of the President's plans, now 
more than a year ago, while I was traveling in the 
Soudan. They were being discussed by a German baron 
and a British colonel belonging to the Indian service 
as we were crossing the Nubian Desert together. The 
baron and the colonel were on their way up the Blue 


Nile to shoot lions on the border of Abyssinia, and they 
believed that the President might find excellent sport 
there. While at Khartoum I had a talk with the Sir- 


in Khartoum ready to take a steamer up the Blue Nile 
to the borders of Abyssinia. They may even extend 
their travels into that country, and if so the President's 
friend, King Menelik, will be glad to «e 

diers, hunters and porters to aid in the chase. 

For ordinary persons the license to shoot big game 
in the Soudan costs $200, but the freedom of the coun- 
try will probably be awarded to

He 
should write in advance to the authorities of Uganda 
for licenses and permission to hunt within the limits 
of that protectorate; and they will undoubtedly send sol- 
diers to meet him on the border, while the Sirdar of 
the Soudan will give him an escort and all assistance 
on the upper White Nile. Leaving the ship at Gondo- 
koro he will have to go on mules or on foot to Nimull, 
a march of only a few days; and there he will get small 
boats which will take him to Lake Albert, in the Uganda 
protectorate. If he wishes, he can be met at Lake Al- 
bert by jinrikshas from Entebbe; and a couple of weeks 
will give him time for a leisurely run through the pro- 
tectorate with chance shots at all sorts of big game. 

He will see chimpanzees and colobus monkeys and 
baboons of all sorts. On the way are great herds of 
zebras, wild buffaloes and nearly every known type of 
African antelopes. There are wild asses like those of 
Nubia and three-horned and five-horned giraffes.

He tells me that Barotse- 
land has antelope of all kinds, and also many giraffes, 
zebras, buffaloes. elands, kudus, lions, 
cheetahs and leopards. There are numerous wild birds, 
and in the Zambesi and the Kafue there is fairly good 
fishing. 

Sport With the Natives. 


‘In Northwestern Rhodesia the President may have a 
chance to hunt native fashion. The negroes there are 
experts, and they kill all sorts of game, from wild hogs 
to rhinoceroses. They hunt at the close of the sum- 
mer, first setting fire to the high grass and burning over 
sprouts up in the 


nets across the paths or drivos, into which they chase 
the game, and when ‘he animals become entangled they 
rush in and spear them. ‘These nets are made of vines 
and fiber and are sometimes two miles in length. 

It will interest the President to see how they shoot 
lions and leopards by means of traps. The most com- 
mon lion trap is a noose baited with meat and so ar- 
ranged that when the lion gra»s the meat he is caught

The Tiger Fish of the Zambesi. 


As to fishing. I am tol! there is no sport like catch- 
ing the tiger fish of the Zambesi. This fish often weighs 
as much as twenty-five pounds, and it is as gamey as 
a salmon. Indeed, it is far more so in proportion to 
its weight, for it is said that a four-pound Zambesi 
tiger will yield more excitement than a forty-pound 
salmon. The tiger fish is dark blue on the back, white 
on the belly, and dt has five or six blue stripes on the 
sides. Its fins and tail are red. The best places to fish 
for it are from an island, or below a rocky bar, in about 
three feet of water. The fish takes almost any kind of 
a glittering, spinning bait, and a goou way to catch it 
is to troll for it or cast with a hook with a spoon fast- 
ened to the line by a steel wire. The lines have to be 
carefully made, and nothing but wire is of any good in 
connection with the hook, for the tiger will cut a gut 
or twine line to pieces with ‘ts teeth. Great care must 
be used In extracting the hook, and it is well to kill the 
fish first. Its teeth are sharp, and, if one is not careful, 
he may lose a finger. The tiger fish is as full of bones 
as a shad, but it does not compare with either the sal- 
mon or shad as a table fish. About its cnly virtue Is 
the sport which it affords, and there are many African 
fish which are better to taste. 


The Season for Hunting. | 


Down here in Rhodesia the President will find the 
winter months of from July to November the best time 
for his visit. Then the rainy season is over, the grass 
is grown up and veen burned off and the new grass is 
just shooting. The game now comes out of the woods 
and bushes to graze, and there are practically no in- 
sects or mosquitoes. ‘There is no danger of fever at this 
time, although I would suggest that the President go 
nowhere in Africa without mosquito nets, and that 
he put them up whether out on the plains or in the cars, 
when there is the least danger. 


In British East Africa almost any time of the year 
except the rainy season will furnish excellent hunting. 
The big game country is so near the equator that the 
temperature is about the same all the year round. This 
is also true of Uganda, and, as for the Soudan, the best 
time there is in the heart of our winter.

SEEING AMERICA LAST. 


“See America First’ is the motto of an organization 
formed to encourage travel in this country. According 
to the Summer Social Registry for 1908, “See America 
at Last” seems to be the motto of a large number of 
well-to-do American families which have spent pre- 
vious seasons viewing the sights of Europe. This con- 
dition is attributed to the uncertain financial situation of 
some time ago. Plans for foreign travel are generally 
made a long time in advance, and the effect of the finan- 
cla] flurry from which the country is now recovering is 
still seen in the decrease of ocean voyagers and the con- 
sequent increase of stay-at-homes. Of the 11,303 fami- 
lies of individuals from a score of cities who have sent 
their summer addresses to the Social Register, 5768 are 
spending the warm weather inland, an increase of 25 
per cent. over last year. Foreign bankers’ addresses to 
the number of 717 are given as compared with 1308 last 
year, a decrease in foreign residences of 45 per cent. 
Since April 1, 380 families have arrived from the other 
side, as compared to 209 during the corresponding pe- 
riod last year. The statistics further show a large in- 
crease in the number of summer homes in the Adiron- 
dacks and Canada. 


This is an especially good year for American families 
which have been in the habit of residing abroad to 
spend some time at home. The stay-at-homes, who have 
been accustomed to flit bee-like, from flower to flower in 
Europe, will find that their own country possesses at- 
tractions to which those across the sea cannot be com- 
pared.—[Pittsburgh Gazette-Times.

ORDERS LATELY CONFERRED UPON 
NOTED AMERICAN WOMEN.

HE grand cordon of the Imperial Ottoman Order 
T of the Shefakat, just conferred upon Mrs. Roose- 

velt and Mrs. Nicholas Longworth by the Sultan 
of Turkey, is a beautiful jeweled star fastened upon a 
sash of white watered silk striped with red and delli- 
cately edged with green, to be worn over the right 
shoulder. 

The star, of red enamel, has five points edged with 
gold, and its golden center contains the Sultan's cipher, 
which we frequently see upon Turkish embroideries. 
From the angles of the points issue five clusters of rays, 
each set with seven diamonds, the whole hanging from 
a gold-edged red enamel crescent. 

This decoration, whose name in English would be the 
“Order of Benevolence,” was founded in 1878, for women 
exclusively, by the Sultan Abdul Hamid II, to commem- 
orate the noble work of the foreign women, notabiy the 
late Baroness Burdett-Coutts, who during the Russo- 
Turkish war amassed the “compassionate fund” for the 
relief of fugitive non-combatants in Constantinople and 
the surrounding territory. 

The “grand cordon,” which is the highest of three de- 
grees of this order, Mrs. Roosevelt and her daughter wil! 
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share with Mme. Fallieres, wife of the President of ™ 


France; Queen Alexandra of Great Britain, the Empress 
of Russia and the Queen of Roumania. While our Con- 
stitution forbids the Presidents or any other govern- 
ment officials receiving such a decoration from a foreign 
government, and while a special act of Congress would 
be mecessary for its acceptance in such cases, Mrs. 
Roosevelt and Mrs. Longworth are free to accept it 
without permission from any one, and although the 
honor comes to them unsolicited, and, in fact, as a great 
surprise, it would be a serious diplomatic blunder, as 
well as an insult to the Sultan, should they decline it. 


Sultan Decorates Mrs. Griecom. 


The Sultan lately conferred the grand cordon of the 
same order upon Mrs. Lloyd Griscom, wife of our Am- 
bassador to Rome, formerly Miss Elizabeth Duer Bron- 
son, daughter of Frederick Bronson of New York, and &@ 
relative or Miss Katherine Duer, the agthor, who mar- 
ried Clarence H. Mackay, the capitalist. To his wife's 
graces and tact Ambassador Griscom, who has been the 
youthful prodigy of our latter-day diplomacy, owes & 
great share of his success in Persia, Japan, Brazil and 
Italy, where he has been stationed since their marriage 
in 1901, about the time of his departure from Constant 
nople to become Minister to Persia. The Sultan’s deco-

This proof of sixteen generations of noble descent is a 
prerequisite also to admission to Bavaria’s third wom- 
en's order, that of Elizabeth, which is limited to Cath- 
Olies.

Another order for both sexes is that of Our Lady of 
the Conception of Villa-Viclosa, founded by John VI 
of Portugal im 1818, and to which the nobility only are 
admitted. Portugal’s Order of St. Isabella is, however, 
for women exclusively, and they must be twenty-six in 
Bumber and not under 26 in age. Russia also has a 
Women's order, that of St. Catherine, founded by Peter 
the Great, in i714, in honor of his consort. 

Spain’s Order of Maria Louisa, founded by Charles IV, 
in 1792, is “for noble ladies.” 

Persia is another oriental power besides Turkey 
which has a decoration conferred exclusively upon 
women. This, the Order of the Sun, was instituted by 
the former Shah when he visited Europe in 1873. It 
is gotten up in characteristically oriental splendor, rep- 
resenting the sun's face with a glory within two circles 
of diamonds, from which issue sixteen rays.

Perhaps the dealer has an order for crosses to be 
placed either in churches or the homes of the devout. 
Again the order must go to London for a consignment 
of ivory adapted to the purpose. Perhaps it is only 
for the utilitarian purpose of making piano keys that 
the material is wanted. Then the quality need not be 
quite so fine, but still the supply must come from the 
world’s greatest city. 

The demand, always great, has been steadily increas- 
ing lately, and dealers are finding it hard to keep up 


with it. Long ago it was found that elephant’s tusk 
was only equal to supplying a small portion of the 
amount needed: and now the hippopotamus gives up 
its huge teeth, the rhinoceros yields its short and uely 
tusks, the norwhale its horns, the whale its teeth. the 


walrus and the boar their tusks, and for the inferior 
grades a host of other animals are called on to make 
sacrifices. 

Ivory thus becomes a commodity that unites the sav- 
age with the civilized, the lonely wilds of barbaric 
continents with the cultivation and the hustle of the 
English metropolis. 

Into the depths of Asia go the hunting expeditions in 

Se of picked and fearless men. The love of hunt- 
ing big game is such a strong sporting attraction with 
the average lover of excitement that it is sekdom that an 
expedition of any size sets out but that a number of 
wealthy amateurs go along merely for the sport of it. 

Deep into the trackless wilds they go. They give 
battle to the elephant, they have bloody fights with the 
wild boar, they bring low the rhinoceros. 

In every case when bullets have brought down the 
prize the sharp knives and skilled methods of these ex- 
perienced ivory hunters quickly grab tusks, teeth, horns, 
whatever part in which is to be found the precious white 
dentine. 

Getting this substance to market is often as great a 
problem as tearing it from the animal to whom it be- 
longed by the gift of nature. 

Ivory has to be found far from the haunts of civiliza- 
tion. Where it is garnered there are no railroad sid- 
ings from which the prize can be speedily shipped to 
civilization. 

Not always does a convenient water course offer over 
which it can be boated. More often than not a pack 
train has to be made of natives, for they,cam go where 
railways and wagons cannot, 

But though the native be able to enact the role of 
carrier, his constitutional dishonesty makes it no small 
task to protect a consignment of ivory from theft. He 
knows its value. He has seen it hoarded by his fore- 
fathers. 

The natives of Africa, for instance, have long been 
taught to regard ivory as the standard of value. In 
many villages a huge amount of it has been stacked up 
and hidden away. It is constantly increasing, and is 
only sold to the whifes in such quantities as to always 
leave an abundance remaining. As there is no danger 
of ivory spoiling by being stored away for a few centu- 
ries, the pile acts a permanent treasure trove. 

Educated thus to know the value of the teeth and 
tusks, the natives never miss a chance to add to their 
store, and traders are robbed right and left. 

Once the ivory is brought toisome seaport the rest is 
easy. The consignment is shipped to London. There 
is never any question of its selling, and at a fancy fig-

The buyer explains the use to which he wants to put 
his purchase. Experts tell him what grade be needs to 
buy, and then he makes his bargain, paying ‘or the 
very finest billiard-ball ivory a mere trifle of $300 a 
hundredweight. 


When it is thus borne in mind that the price of ivory, 
the raw material, unpolished and tnprepared, i; $8 a 
pound, it is not hard to understand that the con pleted 
ball, which has to be put through the most el. orate 
preparation of rounding and polishing in order to be 
absolutely accurate, is a costly proposition. 

The average price of ivory is not so great. Seventy- 
two hundred dollars per ton is a fair average for ivory 
of good grade. 

Mincing Lane is the name of London's mar! where 
the transaction in ivory takes place, and it is «othing 
unusual for as much as £150,000 worth of ivory to be 
in the market at one time, which is $750,000 worth, 
judged by Uncle Sam’s standards. 

A very fair percentage of this great supply comes 
from Ceylon and India, but the biggest percentage is 
the quarry of hunters in the dark continent. 

In days of old, gold used to be the quest of the pio- 
neer, who took his life in his hands by going into for- 
eign lands on voyages of exploration and empire build- 
ing. 

Now it is ivory he pursues. The great rewards of the 
ivory trade in Africa forms one of the prime reasons 
why the nations of Europe have been bitterly contend- 
ing for a foothold in the land whose depths Living- 
stone and Stanley were among the first to investigate. 

From Africa every year 1,500,000 pounds of finest 
ivory are sent to England, which means the death of 
40.000 elephants. At the present rate the elephant is 
undoubtedly destined to extermination. A decale from 
now the elephant in his native heath may be 4s rare as 
the buffalo on his. 


It is not possible to impose on experts in the matter 
of ivory. No matter how skiliful the imitation, these 
wiseacres of the London market can detect it at a 
glance.

They know that formerly the name ivory was given to 
the main substance of the teeth of all animals, but it is 
now restricted to the modification of the dentine or 
tooth substance which in transverse sections shows lines 
of different color running in circular arcs, and forming 
by their decussation minute lozenge-shaped spaces. 

By this character which is presented by every por- 
tion of the transverse section of an elephant’s tusk. 
true ivory can be distinguished from every other kind 
of tooth substance and from every form of counterfeit, 
whether derived from tooth or bone.

Tusks are of all sizes, weighing from a few ounces 
all the way up to 170 pounds. On rare occasions tusks 
have been found that went up to 189 pounds. 

Mammoth tusks are found in Siberia in extraordinary 
number, and they hold the record for size, being some- 
times as much as twelve feet tong and weighine 200 
pounds. A find of this kind is a rich prize for the lucky 
owner.

THE MARVEL OF GROWING THINGS | 
‘ 


IN PLANT LIFE.

T was one day when the peas were coming through 
the ground and displacing great clods of earth that 
the wonder of the garden first burst upon me. 

Not that I had not noticed the wealth of the growth 
and the many wonders of it, but this power in the frail 
stem of a pale, colorless plant seemed for the moment 
most wonderful and as if it were new to me. Then, im- 
mediately, there flashed into my mind the increasing 
wonder of the direction the growth took. Here was 
the pale stem out of which leaves were to shoot coming 
into the sunlight, while in the other direction went the 
tiny rootlets. I had a few days before myself sown the 
seed and bad given no thought to the position in which 
I placed them in the ground. But the plant knew. Had 
it a soul? 


There was nothing visible to the eye inskle the seed 
from whence either shoot could come. The consistency 
of the seed structure was the same. No doubt the mi- 
croscope would have disclosed a tiny point differing 
from the rest of the seed. Indeed, | could now see that 
the seed was being borne aloft by the growing plant as 
if it were so much baggage that must be carried along 
until the wind and the rain relieved it of the burden. 
Had the plant a soul that it should elect one part to 
take the light and air and the other the dark and moist- 
ure and the minerals of the earth? It was very Wwon- 
derful. Every seed knew the way. Yet it had not been 
taught. Every seed formed the same sort of a begin- 
ning in life. Yet it had not been cultured. Each. too, 
had lain in the seed package for the whole year pre- 
vious. Yet life, vigorous life and growth and the power 
of reproducing its life was hidden in its coil! 

I said to myself: What of it? There is nofhing new 
about this process of nature. You have seen the same 
thing all your life. There are seeds to every sort of 
plant. Not one of them produces another kind. It is a 
part of nature, that is all. 

Yes, all this was true, but the mere lifting power of 
that tiny, frail stem had awakened my mind to thought. 
These things had all been seen and noted before. But 
now it seemed that the plant endowed thus with a quies- 
cent life must have a soul that had been sleeping. It 
had come forth from the tomb in which it was enclosed. 


It was inhabiting the -earth. It was making itself 
known. It was continuing the eternal stream of life. 

And if the seed had fallen by the wayside it would 
have been the same. The soi] would have moistened it, 
the sun would have warmed it, and lo! it would have 
brought forth its kind, a simple, tender, frail and pale 
green stem on which a pea pod would grow in time. 

Why, if this lifting power of the growth which is in 
the seed had been put to a different use it would have 


accomplished wonders. The slicht rains and the bright 
sun of the early year had baked the ground on top. But 
the whole row seemed to be breaking the crust at once. 
Such power in so small and tender a plant was wonder- 


ful. 

It illustrated to me the great truth that growth is sure 
and will not wait. Not even the earth with its stony 
crust cap stop the perennial growth that lies in the 
seeds of life. Yes, it is the life itself that is all power- 
ful. Here was a force that could rend the very earth 
asunder. Here was a force which if concentrated would 
have rended mountains from their base. The growth of 
the thousand million tiny blades of grass if concentrated 
would have toppled mountains from their rocky base. 
Life was triumphant here over the inanimate. Life was 
triumphant over death. And the music of the spheres 
would not equal the melodies of these growing things in 
a fresh garden! 

But beside the peas there were other growing things: 
radishes with their red bulbous undergrowth and their 
whorl of green leaves clinging close to the earth. Why 
should there be this form? True, there was a difference 
in the forms of the seeds, but if they had been pulver- 
ized in the hand they would have looked much alike. 
Yet one knew its end and purpose, and had no thought 
of trying to do aught else. The beet was a beet, and 
nothing more. The beans sent their tendrils into the 
air seeking for some strong body on which to lean. The 
peas soon vegan to wind their antennae around the 
sticks I placed beside them. And there were cabbages, 
tomatoes and potatoes growing there in that simple gar- 
den. What a wonderful variety in form and color there 
was here! If there had never peen apy of these things 
seen before they wouki have constituted a curiosity of 
wonders. They all belonged to the temperate zone. If 
one had been born at Nome and lived there al! his life 
they might not have been known, and then what a 
wonderful collection they would have made.

into beans and peas. It could not. The process is too 


subtie. It is hidden in a world so deep and so wonder- 
ful that man stands at its border and finds jiufinity 
stretching out here as infinity stretches out beyond the 
stare. One deep is as distant from the soul of man as 
the other. Or is it rather distant from the mind of man, 
and in the deep of all deeps do the soul of the plant and 
of the man find rest in One? 


I looked as the growing things gave themselves to 
their individual missions, and lo! the wonders gave me 
pause. And then as I looked, lo! one morning the sev- 
eral plants were in bloom and to the other wonders was 
added the final wonder of beauty. Yet even this was 
not final, for in the beauty there was use. On some of 
the blossoms almost before I could note them the tiny 
fruits were forming. Ah, what alchemy was here! No 
artist could ever reproduce the tints of these delicate 
petals that fluttered dowp in the soft night winds and 
strewed the garden of green with gold and pink. No 
sculptor could reproduce these strange and delicate 
forms. None could draw the delicate tracery of the 
veined leaves. All the galleries of the masters paied 
into insignificance before the beauty of my garden 
green. 

And standing in the early morning and watching the 
soft rays of the sun light up this palace of beauty, this 
wonderland of marvels, my soul seemed to leave the 
things of the everyday world and drink in a peace from 
this scene that came not else to me. What was it that 
now took hold of me? Was it simply the wonder? 
More than this. For in this scene there was fulfillment 
and the answer to the trust which bad been placed in 
the infallibility of law.

in my garmien green there was a lesson. What was it?

And so through the spring months this garden grew. 
The soft rays of the sun kissed it into bloom and the 
rains that fell with April insistence gave it buoyancy. 
Day by day there were new wonders awakened in me. 
I strove to make some of the plants grow faster, and 
was partially successful. But the tender growing things 
were still beyond all my powers. They would not 
change. The soils and culture which I gave them only 
aided them in their miraculous work. Bloom after 
bloom came and went and the tiny pods began to grow 
and fill while I worked. But the laws of growth were as 
eternal as the hills and could not be changed. Yet in a 
very slight degree the growth could be accelerated. But 
in the lifetime of a single plant whatever might be done 
by years of propagation could not change its form and 
growth.

He 
is a monarch in his capacity to use the laws of his be- 
ing, and yet he is limited to his station and purpose as 
is the tender and destructible plant of the garden green. 
If he live and love he will appropriate the elements 
which are for his sustenance, and if he waste his life he 
will as surely perisi.

A Probiem in Weights. 


The late P. H. Jacobs, for the past thirty-five years 
a@ recognized authority on practical poultry culture in 
the eastern middie States, once made an interesting ex- 
periment with chicks of different breeds, using ten 
specimens of each, so as to secure given average weights 
at specific periods of age. The result was not without 


as follows: 


When one month old, ten young Brahmas (together) 
weighed 7 pounds, 2 ounces, while ten chicks of the 
Wyandottes, Leghorns and Plymouth Rocks, weighed 7 
pounds (every ten.) or only two ounces less than the 
Brahmas. The second month the Brahmas weighed 17 
pounds; ten Wyandottes, 15 pounds: ten Leghorns, 14 
pounds, and ten Plymouth Rocks 14 pounds. The third 
month the ten Brahmas weighed 33 pounds; ten Wyan- 
dottes 30 pounds, ten Leghorns 24 pounds, and ten Ply- 
mouth Rocks, 25 pounds. Of individual! chicks the third 
month the heaviest Brahma weighed 3% pounds: the 
heaviest Wyandotte 3% pounds, and the heaviest Fi;- 
mouth Rock 2% pounds, and the heaviest Leghorn 2% 
pounds.

Further Ceremonies. 


In the afternoon the ceremonies were continued, the 

Buli sending for me to sit by him in the doorway of his 
hut to watch them. First about forty women with tapa 
cloth wound around their bodies went through various 
evolutions, swaying their arms about and chanting in 
their usual discordant manner. They then unwound 
the tapa from on them and threw it in a heap on the 
ground, followed by more maneuvers. Then about 
twenty men came into the square, some with their faces 
blacked and their bodies stained red with some pigment 
and wearing only aprons of cocoanut strings, with brace- 
lets of leaves on their arms and curved pigs’ tusks hang- 
ing from their necks. They went through some splen- 
did dancing, falling down on the ground and bouncing 
up again like India rubber balls. They sang, or rather 
chanted, all the time, and so did a kind of chorus of 
men who beat on wood and bamboo, and the dancers 
danced round them in circles, and squares, then bent 
backward, nearly touching the ground with their heads. 
As they danced they kept splendid time with their 
arms, legs and heads. 
Then amid shrill yells and cries from the crowd, an- 
other procession approached from the far end of the 
village in single file. First came several men with 
spears, which they shook on the ground every now and 
then, shaking their bodies at the same time in a fierce 
manner. Behind them in _ single file came a lot of 
women, each bearing a rolled-up mat, which they threw 
down in a heap. These mats are made from the dried 
pandanus leaf. Then several men appeared bearing 
enormous Fiji baskets full of large rolls of food wrapped 
up in leaves, also smaller baskets made of the fresh 
leaves of the crimson dracaena, also full of food. From 
the enormous number of baskets the food supply was 
enough to feed thousands. They were all put down to- 
gether by the mats. 


Then there was dead silence, in which you could al- 
most have heard the proverbial pin drop, and an old- 
ish man stepped forward and stood by the mats and 
baskets, his body wound round with tapa till it stuck 
out many feet from his body. The crowd then broke 


silence with an ear-pilercing yell He then spoke, and 
was Interrupted from time to time with cries of ap- 
proval or the reverse, and sometimes loud iaughter, ane 
the Buli sitting by me every now and then shouted out 


or broke into a childish giggle. Then the speaker ut- 
tered a lot of short sentences very fast and every one 
present said “Venaka” (good) at the end of each sen- 
tence. Then the old man unwound the tapa around him 
and threw it on the mats, as did others. 


Silence again, and I began to think all was over, but 
suddenly there was another shrill sort of yell from the 
crowd, and from the back of our hut amid a tremen- 
dous uproar from all present and the beating of lalis 
appeared a procession of about fifty warriors in their 
usual picturesque get-up, all brandishing large war 
clubs. They paraded into the square in very stately 
fashion, singing in their curious and savage discords, 
and then went through some grand dances, keeping won- 
derful time with their clubs and bodies and from tine 
to time giving forth a startling yell which is really 
thrilling. They rushed backward and forward bran- 
dishing their clubs and killing an imaginary foe and 
then clapped their hands together in even time. Then 
off came the tapa from around them, and the heap was 
made still larger. 

Another yell from the crowd. Then silence, followed 
by more speaking, and every now and then a deep Ab-h 
from all present which sounded like distant thunder 
and was most impressive. Then all the people clapped 
their hands and chanted a few words in low suppressed 
voices and the ceremony, lasting between four and 
five hours, was over. From time to time a man would 
approach the Buli and fall down on all fours and clap 
his hands before he could speak. | felt at times as if 
I was watching a comic opera or a ballet, and there 
were many amusing incidents which I have no room to 
describe here. I think honors were fairly easy between 
the big show and myself, as the people kept whispering 
and looking around at me the whole time. I was ex- 
ceedingly lucky to witness these ceremonies, as they 
were the most important ones that had taken place in 
Fiji for many years, and few of the old white residents 
had seen their equal. I was all the more lucky, as I 
never expected to see them when I started from Suva. 


The Journey Continued. 


The next morning | said “Samothe” (good-by) to the 
great Buli, and with Masirewa and two fresh bearers 
continued my journey in the pouring rain. Once we 
had to swim across a swift and swollen river, then we 
went over steep hills, down deep gullies, wading through 
streams and passing all the time through thick forests. 
We stopped once to feed on wild pineapples, the pink 
kavika and the golden wi, but Masirewa was a bad bush- 
man and slipped, and stumbled, swore and grumbled,

There was a sound of revelry the rest of the night as: 


We followed a deep and beautiful gulch for some dis- 
tance, wading all the way through a shallow stream 
which flowed over a natural slanting pavement with a 
smooth surface, and | found it hard to keep my footing. 
We got a magnificent view from the top of a high hill of 
the country to the eastward, with large rivers winding 
among beautiful undulating wooded country as far as 
the eye could reach. We passed through but ong vil- 
lage, named Nageldreteki, and from here | saw twb very 
fine waterfalls falling side by side over a steep cliff sev- 
eral hundred feet straight drop into the forest below. 
It was about here that I came across a most beautiful 
sort of fungus of a bright scarlet and orange and in the 
shape of a perfect rtar. - 

I heard what I took to be the gruff bark of a dog, 
when it suddenly dawred upon me that there could not 
be any dogs here, as we were far from any village. 
Upon investigation | discovered that it was a bird that 
was the author of the noise, and I soon brought it down 
with a load of dust shot, and to my great delight it 
proved to be the golden dove, a bird which I had hunted 
for in vain in the other islands. It was of a very fine 
metallic golden yellow color, and the feathers being 
long and narrow gave it a very odd appearance. 

We arrived toward dusk at the large village of Serea, 
on the Wainimala River, which is a branch of the Rewa 
River, and | put up in the large hut of the Bulli. I be- 
gan to feel like an ordinary mortal again, as the people 
here did not exhibit any great surprise on seeing me, 
no doubt because being in the Rewa Wistrict they see a 
few Europeans from time to time. Owing to lack of 
space I am unable to describe the rest of my journey in 
detail. The next mourning we were soon spinning down 
the Wainimala in a large canoe, and before long we 
found ourselves in the large Rewa River, and arriving 
in the afternoon at the village of Viria, I put up for the 


next day. 
Into Civilization Again. 


Late in the day we passed large fields of sugar cane. 
We had returned to civilization once more, and I could 
not help feeling a pang of regret. We arrived at the 
village of Navuso about 4 p.m., and I was the guest of 
Andi (princess) Cakobau (pronounced Thakombau) and 
her husband Ratu (prince) Beni Tanoa. Princess Cako- 
bau is the highest lady of rank in Fiji, and belongs to 
the royal family. She is very stately and ladylike, and 
in her younger days was very beautiful. She does not 


. know any English, but she wrote her autograph for me 


|= my note-book to paste on her photograph, as she 


writes a very good hand. Her husband is also one of 
the highest chiefs in Fiji, and speaks good English. 
They proved most hospitable, and presented me with 
some Fijian fans when I left the next ™orning, and the 
princess gave me a button-hole bouquet of flowers out 
of her garden. Dick Seddon, the Premier of New Zea- 
land, had once visited them, and | noticed his portrait 
that he had given them fastened to a post in their hut. 
I left Navuso by steam launch which called at the large 
sugar mills a little lower down, end reached Suva that 
afternoon, feeling very fit after one of the moat enjoy- 


able and interesting expeditions that I ever made.

Garbanzo Crop of Mexico. 

The garbanzo is neither a pea nor a bean, but occu- 
pies a position somewhat between the two, and although 
but little used among foreigners, it is highly prized in 
all Latin countries. There is a demand for it in the 
Mediterranean ports of Spain and Italy and in Cuba, 
and it forms an important article of export among the 
agricultural products of this country. 


When roasted it somewhat resembles a roasted chest- 
nut in flavor, although my many persons perferred to 
the chestnut. It is also boiled with rice, and a very 
good broth is made from it. 


The garbanzo crop¢of Mexico is grown on lands which 
are adapted to the growth of wheat, but as it is raised 
without irrigation when the wheat crop is shori, the 
garbanzo crop is proportionally large, as it is planted on 
wheat land that did not have sufficient water for irriza- 
tion. It is not confined to this class of land, however, 
as any good black land will produce it. The plant itself 
resembles somewhat a dwarf pea vine, although much 
more stocky and with smaller leaves. There are from 
one to four garbanzos 'n a pod, and as a rule the fewer 
there are per pod the larger the garbanzo. 

The best quality of garbanzo is one of the highest- 
priced Mexican: field products.. The best qualities are 
exported to Spain and Cuba, and as it is very susceptible 
to the influence of dampness it is not sent to the coast 
until the vessel on which it is to be imported is actu- 
ally in port. It is customary for the exporters to col- 
lect their shipments at points with a dry temperature 
and severa! thousand feet elevation, but that are near 
enough to the tide water to be able to reship promptly 
when the opportunity arrives.—[{Mexican HeraN. 


Maltese Superstitions. 


There are still to be found in Malta a number of smal! 
stones shaped and colored like the eyes, tongues and 
other parts of serpents. 

The superstitious among the Maltese connect these 
with the tradition that St. Paul when shipwrecked was 
cast on their island, and that it was there that while 
lighting a bundle of sticks for a fire a viper fastened on 
the Apostie’s hand. St. Paul calmly shook the eptile 
off into the flames and no harm followed. The na- 
tives wear these stones as talismans, in which charac- 
ter they suppose them serviceable in warding off dan- 
gers from snake bites and poisons. 

They are found in St. Paul's Cave, imbedded in clay, 
and are set in rings and bracelets, and when foun) to 
be in the shape of a tongne or liver or heart are hung 
around the neck. They are also taken internally, dis- 
solved in wine, which method is attended, according to 
some people, by more immediate results.—{London 
Standard.

FIELD NOTES. 
The Argentine Ant. — 


V ERY sensational and “scareful"’ reports have been 


turned loose upon the State lately about the new 

ant that has invaded some of the northern sec- 
tions of California. Outside the shock given us by the 
statement that this ant kills children, we are now 
flooded with a sea of remedies, any one of which will ex- 
terminate the pests. This is a very bothersome feature, 
as one does not know which remedy to choose where 
sO many are offered. Here is a sample, from a man in 
the far east, a Rooseveltian, evidently, who does not 
want the children ruthlessly slaughtered by this ant: 
“Spray liberally with gasoline the branches of the tree 
or bush or whatever it may be. Then use a pound of 
sulphur and vitriol, and then use a brush with coal tar.” 
It may be that we are to face another insect peril in 
the Argentine ant. If so. it will be met in a business- 
like manner, for California men are not children, and 
hence can attack this pest without endangering their 
lives. But there is a protest from all over the State 
against the sensationalism that seems to have become a 
habit with some of our entomologists whenever a new 
insect is found. Such superficial skimming of the en- 
tomological field for subjects with which to thrill the 
public is calculated to bring disrepute upon the whole 
subject of insect control. When the white fly was dis- 
covered about a year ago some of our entomologists flew 
completely off the handle, making the most alarming 
statements as to the cost of subduing the pest. These 
sensational outgivings did not advance the cause of fly 
extermination one point. On the contrary, this scare- 
head entomology with the criticism of the authorities 
that followed did much to hamper the real work of con- 
trolling the fly. When the time to act came, the busi- 
ness of white-fly killing went on serenely and success- 
fully. The detail was carefully worked out and the 
work applied patiently and thoroughly and without the 
expenditure ¥ $1,000,900 or of $100,000 to which the 
sensational simat.«¢s fmally reduced their figure. So 
it will be w A the relative from Argentine. If this ant 
threatens serious damage the work of its execution will 
be forwarded in the same determined way, especially in 
counties having horticultura] laws, and the ant will be 
exterminated if such an end is possible. Personally, I 
shall have an added interest in destroying this pest, for 
by the time this is in print my little four-year-old boy 
wil! be a resident of the northern part of the State, and 
and his good mother is always solicitous over his safety. 


Few Itlineis Applies. 


CCASIONALLY some information of reliable char- 

acter sifts through months in advance of a fruit 
harvest. The Chicago Packer has a special report con- 
cerning the winter apple crop about Centralia, Ill., now 
one of the chief apple-growing centers of the West. 
The report says: , 

“This is the big apple-growing section of Illinois. 
There ave four counties in this part of the State that 
produce more apples than all the rest of the counties in 
the State. They are Marion, Clay, Richland and Wayne. 
All these counties have large commercial! orchards, and 
when the crop hits the amount of fruit shipped is some- 
thing wonderful. 

“This year, however, in all these four counties the 
apple crop is practically a failure. In some places 
there is a little early fruit, but the orchards that will 
yield anything at al! are few and scattering, and even 
in them the yield will be extremely light. 

“As for winter apples, reports from all over are to 
the effect that there are absolutely none. 

“Immediately about this place there are some big 
apple growers. The largest are F. P. Miller & Co., G. 
H. Penine & Son and N. W. Spencer. All of these, as 
well as others, have some early apples, but their ship- 
ments have been extremely light, compared with what 
they would have been if they had grown a full crop.

Curing Gum Disease. 

HE press announces that Judge A. F. Call, of Corona, 

has had such success in treating gum troubles in cit- 
rus trees that his treatment is receiving general atten- 
tion. Drainage is the chief remedy used by this grower, 
supplemented by giving the crowns and roots of the 
trees more care than is sometimes given. From time to 
time tree doctors appear on the scene with cure-all 
remedies and then vanish without rejuvenating the 
trees. I have no doubt some of these traveling patholo- 
gists do some good, but it is invariably in the line of 
improving the soil conditions, which a few doctors ad- 


vocate along with their preparations. A more rational | 


school is coming to the front—growers and investiga- 
tors who find that the trouble is oftenest found in heavy 
soils; bad ph¥sical condition of all soils, inducing root 
binding, bark-constriction and strangulation of the nat- 
ural ducts of root and trunk and physical injury to the 
bark through baking and the imbedding of gravel. This 
idea of improving the general conditions of the soil is 
not new, but it seems now tg be superceding the treat- 
ment of the malady as if the latter were a specific dis- 
ease.

These facts elucidate the necessity of attempting to 
keep the aggregate of adverse conditions within the 
margin indicated by Prof. Smith. No one can exactly 
measure the breadth of the margin that lies between 
absolute health and the point where bad influences be- 
gin to affect the commercial value of the tree, and it is 
admitted that the art of keeping a tree on the profit- 
able side of the bad influences is about as different as 
the treatment of actual disease. If natural conditions, 
whatever that may mean, were kept in play, all might 
be well with our orchards. Some growers have to deal 
with soils that in a measure keep themselves in good 
working use; other growers have to deal with soils that 
are inclined to physical degeneration. There may be 
some variance, also, in climatic influences. It is a dim 
lesson we learn from even actual experiences along these 


lines. But we know that both scientist and practical | 


grower are getting in a better attitude of observation 
and attack in regard to the adverse influences connected 
with fruit growing. For example, in the study of citrus 
gum “disease” some progress has been made by the 
elimination of the idea that the malady is infectious, 
and that on the contrary a tree might be fortified alto- 
gether against this attack could the tree be kept near 
the heal of perfect physical health. How to do this may 
now engage the undivided attention of the students of 
gum disease. Finally there may be found a citrus stock 
easily kept in good condition.

Frost Protection. 


G P.. a Bakersfield correspondent, asks questions 
,about the winter protection of plants in California. 
No one can tell how many degrees the temperature can 
be raised by smudging. It is a question of preventing 
the radiation at night, of the soil and atmospheric heat 
evident during the day time. Smudging is not supposed 
to produce enough heat to raise the temperature, but 


_rather to form a blanket for retaining the heat already 


there. Hence the moister the smudge the better. In 
the use of dry heat, as with coa] baskets, the combus- 
tion will induce a measure of protection by actually 


| raising the temperature of the air. 


Yes, plants can be saved by covering them with a 
light coating of earth, but the covering will injure if 
left on the plants very long. It is not a practical 
method. Cloth, or matting will protect them better,

ifornia it is the still, cold air that is dangerous to vege- 
tation, and anything that has a tendency to hold, or 
stagnate the air induces frost danger. Put it this way: 
In Southern California there is usually enough heat in 
the air in general to keep it below the frost degree, if 
the air is kept in motion even slightly. When it comes 
to rest, however, the cold portion settles to the low 
place, or in behind a windbreak and the danger point 
approaches. Fortunately through radiation the tem- 
perature at the ground is from two to three degrees 
higher than it is at an altitude of say fifty feet. It is 
the business of the smudge to increase this difference 
to four or five or any number of degrees according to 
the conditions. No, the moonlight does not make the 
freezing of plants more liable. 

I am sure the problem of frost protection is not solved, 
by any means. But the air is usually quiet at danger 
time. and it will be solved. The nearest approach to a 
solution, perhaps, is the wire coal basket. To equip an 
orchard with say 50 fires to the acre would mean an 
outlay of about $5 for the baskets. The fuel should not 
cost more than $4. By this means the temperature has

under all conditions when oranges should be grown. 
Allowing three nights of danger to the season, this 
would not bring the expense much above $10 an acre, for 
the $4 fuel bill would be the maximum. All this ex-

I believe much of the poor carrying quality of citrus 
fruits experienced five years ago was due to preceding 
years of tree damage caused by cold weather. It is 
more profitable to protect capital (groves) than to look 
only toward the collection of interest in it. Both can 
be done at once. however, by the use of smudges or coal 
baskets.

Mr. Bennett attsibutes his remarkable preservation at 
the age of 68 to the simple exercises which he devised 
and performs every morning in bed, consisting chiefly 
of alternating, tensing and relaxing of the muscles. He 
has published a. book descriptive of his system enti- 
tled “Exercising in Bed,” in which he publishes reports 
on his physical condition made by a San Francisco phy- 
sician in February, 1895, and again in April, 1906, after 
a lapse of eleven years. The first examination described 
him as having too much abdomen, a sallow skin, a vari- 
cose vein, a forehead deeply lined, hair thin, streaked 
with gray, chest expansion three inches, complaining of 
chronic dyspepsia, distress after meals, biliousness, 
heart palpitation, temperament very nervous, and gen- | 
eral physical conditions poor. | 

The second examination reported a great change in | 
the condition of the muscles, organs, skin, hair, and 
general health of the subject “who really seems to be | 
rejuvenated.” The hair had become quite luxuriant, the 
neck had increased an inch in size, the skin was firm, 
the chin and cheeks round, and the face smooth, the ap- 
pearance of the face being that of a healthy well-pre- 
served man of 40 or less. The development of the arms, 
chest, back, shoulders and abdomina! muscles were cred- 
itable for an athlete of thirty. The chest expansion had 
increased from three to five and one-fourth inches. 
The circumference of the abdomen had decreased and the 
digestion was good. 

In the book Mr. Bennett states that when he com- 
menced his experiments in this process of rejuvenation 
on entering his 50th year, he was physically an old man. 
Of himself he says: 

“My father died of consumption at the age of 42, and 
I inherited that tendency. My family. upon both my 
father’s and mother’s side, were not long-lived, and my

“There are many advantages in this method of exer- 
cising.

your body, if you should exercise in a standing position,

In this recumbent position no danger can result, while 
it is very possible to overtax this most important of all 
muscles in the gymnasium.” 

Discussing the subject of dyspepsia the author cor- 
rectly names as one of the chief causes of that ailment 
in this country, the “quick-lunch habit." He properly 
says that it is not so much what you eat as how you eat 
that causes dyspepsia. Next to thorough chewing he 
advises the strengthening of the muscles of the stomach, 
as the digestion of food depends largely upon the 
strength of those muscles. For this purpose he recom- 
mends the following simple exercises: 

“Lying on your back, bend your head well forward. 
(This action will contract and tense the abdominal mus- 
cles.) When the head is dropped back to the horizon- 
tal position, those muscles will] relax.

War on “Patent” Medicines. ~ 


DISPATCH from Washington announces that gov- 
canal experts are preparing to “commence a mer- 
cliess war on patent medicines.” 

This is all right, as far as it goes, but don’t forget 
that these so-called “patent medicines” are, as a rule, 
much less harmful than the “ethical” patent medicines 
prescribed by physicians. The advertised compounds 
on the market usually consist of some simple old wom- 
a@n’s remedy, preserved in a liberal amount of alcohol 
—which is what makes the consumers “feel good.” It 
is true that some of them contain injurious drugs. In 
such cases, if it is made necessary to describe the con- 
tents plainly on the bottle the consumer may easily pro- 
tect himself, by avoiding them, and will do so, if he is 


was completely given away, perhaps, inadvertently, by 
the Medical Times of New York, not very long ago, 
which, in a leading editorial on this subject, said: 
| “*This is a subject vital to every physician. 
| We will merely repeat here the specific statement we 
have already made, to the effect that in one year $62,- 
000,000 has been expended on patent medicines in the 
United States, enough to give to every practitioner in 
the country a yearly income of $2000. . In the 
face of such facts as these, all talk of love of humanity, 
altruism, Self-abnegation, and the like, becomes cheap 
and nauseating. It appears to us that such bun- 
eombe should give place to homely common sense.’” 
The drug publication is undoubtedly right. In at- 
tacking patent medicines the doctors are not actuated 
by a love of humanity, but rather by a desire to in- 
crease their incomes. Just as in the case of State med- 
ical boards that refuse licenses to reputable practition- 
ers from other States. 

This is not a defense of patent medicines. As readers 
are well aware, the editor of the Care of the Body has no 
use whatever for drugs, patent or otherwise. It is sim- 
ply a plea for fair play. 


Massacre of the Innocents. 


RECENT dispatch from Chicago stated that nine- 
PPh out of every 100 Chicago babies under one year 
of age died during the first three weeks of July, repre- 
senting about one-fourth of the death rate of the city. 
Certainly a terrible comment upon what we call “civill- 
zation,” and a satire upon “medical science,” for if it 
cannot prevent the young of the human race from dying 
off like rotten sheep, it is certainly a lamentable failure. 

One significant fact was found to be that in the Ital- 
lan quarter of Chicago the babies were healthy and 
strong. The reason for this is simple. They were fed 
on their natural food—the milk of their mothers. 

Next to feeding on unnatural foods, the main cause 
of the death of infants is that they are overfed. This 
is true, not only of the rich, but also of the poor. From 
the moment they are born, they are fed too often and too 
much. Every time they cry, because of pains in their 
little “tummies,” caused by inability to digest all the 
food put into them, they are given more of it to keep 
them quiet—and perhaps a little morphine preparation, 
in the shape of a soothing syrup, on the side. If a 
grown man were to take as much food in proportion to 
his weight as is given to the average infant, he would 
eat as much as an Ox. 

No wonder infants die. And no wonder. if they sur- 
vive and grow up, they acquire the habit of eating two 
or three times as much as is necessary.

“Therapeutic Dietetics.” | 


HIS its the title of a little book of which the second | 


edition has just been received. The subhead is “The 
Science of Health Foods and Their Medicinal Values.” 
It is by Norton Hazeldine, principal of the Venice, Cal., 
Health School. The first edition was reviewed here 
about a year ago. Several additions have been made to 
the present volume. 


Mr. Hazeldine has traveled all over the world, and has — 


picked up some appetizing cooking recipes in “furrin 
parts?” especially of dishes that are peculiar to the 
Orient. Many of his dishes will be too highly spiced for 
thoroughgoing food reformers, but in such cases they 
can be modified to taste. , 

Mr. Hazeldine takes a broad view in regard to the 
question of diet. He says: 

“Some men are vegetarians from the knowledge of 
right living; others are vegetarians through the lack of 
such knowledge. I say unto you, condemn not the one, 
nor praise the other; for all systems of dietetics have 
been necessary for the physical, intellectual and spirit- 
ual development of man. 

“Therefore, they who live entirely upon a flesh diet 
partake of the nature of darkness and sin; they who eat 
entirely of the pungent and savory foods partake of the 
character of passion and sickness; while they who eat of 
a simple, nutritious and varied diet partake of the char- 
acter of gentleness, cheerfulness and health; for verily 
every man and nation partakes of the character of his 
or its diet.” 

In regard to the important subject of fertilization of 
vegetable food products the author makes the following 
sensible remarks in line with observations that have 


appeared here: 
“The scientific horticulturist will find much food for 


bles with minerals instead of decaying animal and vege- 
ble matter. All vegetation has evolved from the min- 
erals, therefore, the minerals are the natural foods of al! 
plant life. If the vegetabus lack in mineral salts all 
the eating of them will not supply our organisms with 
what they don’t possess; we must feed foods with what 
we expect them to feed us.” 

True enough. 

The author says: “Vegetables alone supply the vital 
force of man.” To this should be added fruits, nuts 
and cereals. 

The author refers to “vegetable salts” and “animal 
salts.” It would be better to say “organic salts” and 
“inorganic salts.” The salts in milk and eggs are in 
the organic state, and therefore tissue bulflders. 

Mr. Hazeldine does not have much use for the potato, 
saying: “Use rice sixteen times to potatoes once.” Pos- 
sibly this is an acquired oriental prejudice. So far as 
the editor of the Care of the Body is concerned, he has 
found that there is no form of starch food so easily di- 
gested and assimilated as a mealy baked potato, eaten 
with a little of the skin, thoroughly chewed. 

On the subject of starch the author says he does not 
hold with the popular theory that starches are injurious 
and responsible for a great many diseases, except when 


‘the starch foods have been robbed of a part of their 


elements. He says: 
“It is the author’s belief that all grains which are 


milled for bread purposes should be milled by the slow 


milling process, for when the grains are being con- 
verted into flour by the rapid milling process, the heat 
generated in the process causes a chemical change to 
take place in the flour through the escaping of the nat- 
ural volatile olls and vital principles which pass off in a 
gaseous form, and thus greatly depreciates the chemical 
values of the flour. Nature has provided everything 
sufficient unto our needs, therefore it is not wise to cast 
aside that which she has abundantly supplied. Without 
starch to neutralize the acide and alcoloids, and to help 
combine the fecal waste matter for peristaltic action, 
the bowels would collapse for want of bulk or waste 
material, hence the impossibility of concentrated foods 
ever becoming a valuable staple in dietetic economics.” 

“So long as we have the physiological organs that we 
have in our present state of physiological evolution, bulk 
is a necessity. A small quantity of oats is a good thing 
for a horse, but all oats and no hay would soon kill the 
horse. 

“The same would prove true if we eradicated starch 
entirely from our foods. We would all soon be suffer- 
ing from acute saline poisoning. Nature has supplied 
variety, because in variety we find the antidote to all 
restrictions. Variety is necessary to maintain develop- 
ment. Uf it were not so, it would not be here.” 

Starch does not neutralize acids and alkaloids; this 
is done by the acid binding minerals, principally sodium, 
magnesium, calcium, potassium, which are found more

' The author differs from the editor of the Care of the 
Body in regard to table salt—chiloride of sodium—which 
he declares to be necessary. In this he is most assur- 
edly wrong. Salt—inorganic chloride of sodium—has 
no dietetic value. It is injurious in proportion to the 
quantity taken. 3 

A chapter is devoted to the subject of milk substitutes, 
to which Mr. Hazeldine has devoted much attention. He 
gives recipes for half a dozen of these substitutes. Milk 
substitutes should show about the same proportion of 
‘organic salts as cow’s or mother’s milk. This can only 
' be accomplished by the addition of some vegeta 
Juices. 
| Mr. Hazeldine declares that beet sugar is not as good, 
and never can be as good as cane sugar, also that the 
' former is useless for preserving or the making of syrups. 

In this the author is altogether wrong. It may have 
_ been true in the early days of beet-sugar manufacturing,

_ Ome writer, in the New York World, recently advised 
people to drink freely at meals. This is about as -otten 
advice, in the way of diet, as could possibly be thought 
of. There are several reasons why drinking at meals 
is bad. In the first place, it dilutes the gastric juice to 
4m unreasonable degree, and therefore weakens it. in 
the second place, it hastens food out of the stomach be- 
fore it has digested. in the third place, it induces peo- 
ple to eat much more than they otherwise would or 
should. In the fourth place, the moist food is not thor- 
oughiy masticated, and mixed with the saliva, and 
therefore is likely to rot instead of digest. In the fifth 
place, if the liquid is ice-cold, as Americans so often 
drink it at meals, the stomach is chilled, so that it can- 
mot properly perform its functions. On the other hand, 
hot liquids are debilitating to the walls of the stoma:n. 

There is no one thing more important, in the way of 
correcting weak digestion, and removing gastric dis- 
turbances, than the eating of meals entirely dry. This 
alone is, of itself. frequent!y al] that is needed to cure a 
bad case of dyspepsia. The editor of the Care of the 
Body once more strongly advises his readers to try it. 
Eat your meals absolutely dry. Then you must chew 
them thoroughly. This means that soup also must be 
eliminated. No dyspeptic should take soup with a meal. 
The only way in which you may safely consume soup— 
vegetable soup, of course, free from the excrementitious 
matter in the blood of animals—is to take it thin, with- 
out even so much as a cracker, and to take nothing else 
whatever at the same time. 

Many remarkable cures have been effected by what 
is commonly known as “dry diet,” more properly termed 
“drink restriction.” 

You may, as stated, find vast benefit in eating your 
meals dry. Then, after tou are through with a meal, 
you may take a few sips of fluid, swallowing it slowly. 
You will be surprised to find how smal! a quantity sat- 
isfied you, when taken in this way, instead of ping 
it down. Between meals, drink in the same manner, 
sipping slowly, when you are really thirsty. Pay no 
attention to those people who advise you to drink a 
large quantity of water, whether you are thirsty or »0t. 
On this subject the editor wil] have more to say, In the 
near future. Some vegetarians never use any liquid at 
all, in any shape, from one year to another, getting all 
the pure water they need, filtered by nature, in the 
fruits, which form their principa) article of diet. 

Thé/Mrink restriction cure” does not refer to a re- 
duction in the amount of alcoholic beverages 
but to a system of curing disease that involves a with- 
Grawal from the patient of most of the water and other 
liquids he ordinarily consumes. It is usually referred 
to as “dry diet.” This method of curing disease was 
stumbled upon over half a century ago by an jiiterate 

| German peasant named Schroth, who by this means 
» effected a remarkable cure of a prince of Wuertembers, 
after he had been wounded in the wars. The patient is 
only allowed to sip just. enough water to satisfy “physi- 
ological thirst.” Schroth was in the habit of giving his 
" patients on alternate days, a glass of white wine. These 
| were known as “drink days.” 


Several articles on this subject were published in the 
Care of the Body about two years ago, including a “e- 
view of a monograph by Von Noorden, entitled “Drink 
Restriction.”. Schroth’s method was altogether too se- 
vere, as are the systems practiced by some of his fol- 
lowers in Germany today.

Consumption Among the Negroes. 

N ap address read before the Nationa) Conference of 

Charities and Correction at Richmond, Va.. in May, 
Dr. Charlies R. Grandy of Norfolk, Va., stated that pro- 
portionately about three times as many deaths occur 
from tuberculosis among the ‘negroes as among the 
whites, and that, furthermore, a very smal! percentage 
of negro consumptives ever recover. He added the sig- 
nificant fact that before the Civil War, consumption was 
almost unknown among slaves in the country. Dr. 
Grandy suggested that possibly the whites may have 
obtained some slight immunity to tuberculosis through 
generations ‘of contact with it, and that the negroes as 
well as the Indians have not that slight immunity. He 


also refers to the fact that the negro has not yet be- 
ome accustomed to the cold of our country, and that 
in comsequence he tries to shut out all the cold air pos- 
sible, so that he breathes much bad air. 


The fact of the matter probably is that the black man 
displays even less common sense than bis white brother 


in caring for his body. '
